So ‘complete was the rout that 
anything like a regular pursuit was 
impossible, as the fugitive rebels fled 
to the mountains, each man taking care 
of himself. Upon Palmer’s attack, the 
Federals who were prisoners drew 
their sabres, of which they had not 
been relieved, and cut their way 
through, all escaping. It was in this 
fight that the rebel Maj.-Gen. Vance, 
was captured.

The President’s letter of instruc- 
tions to Gen. Steele, in regard to an 
election in Arkansas, says : That itis 
to be assumed at said election, and 
thenceforth, that the constitution and 
laws of the State as before -rebellion 
are in full force, except that the con- 
stitution is so modified as to declare 


there shall be neither slavery nor in- 


voluntary servitude, except for pun- 
ishment ef crimes. But the ‘General 
Assembly may make such provisions 
for the freed people as shall recognize 
theit permanent freedom, and provide 
for their education, and which may 
yet be considered a temporary ar- 
rangement with their present condi- 
tion as ‘a laboring, landless arid home- 
less class. 
From Rebeldom. 
Cuicaco, Jak. 25th. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 11th, 
advises the public that general orders 
have been prepared in the Adj’t-Gen’s 


office, and will be issued in a few

days, for the immediate conscription 
of persons who furnished substitutes.

The Savannah Republican of ‘the

The Richmond correspondent of the 
Columbia (Ga.) Sun has it, from a 
trustworthy source, that one of the 
designs in abolishing the exemptions 
by substitutes, was to get rid of cer- 
tain editors and obnoxious to the au 
thorities. 

The Examiner of the 12th says: 
The ‘Senate, yesterday, passed the 
House bill putting in the army all who 
have furnished substitutes. This will 
curtail the effective working force of 
the Virginia railroads, ‘whose execu- 
tive officers can now hardly keep them 
in good running order, by all the 
means at their command. All the Vit- 
ginia railroad iron is nearly worn out 
and so are the men working them. 

The Engitires of the 13th, says: The 
loss of our beef raising territory of 
West Mississippi has reduced the sup- 
ply of this article, and the most vig- 
orous measures are needed to keep the 
troops in meat. Great economy is 
necessary in case our supply is cut off. 

The Sentinel sees alarming signs of 
trouble in North Carolina. Speaking 
of the papers of that State, it says 
those located at Raleigh, rarely fail to 
publish every gloomy article and in- 
temperate accusation against the Goy- 
ernment which ‘appears any where. 
Their editorials inculcate the same 
sentiments as their selections. It con- 
tains frequent documents against sc- 
cessionists for bringing on the war for 
nc cause whatever, and indulge in 
ceaseless accusations that North Car- 
olina is not fairly treated. Coupled

The first Anniversary of the hard fought 
battle and glorious victory over the Indians 
at Bear River, Jan. 29th, 1863, will be duly 
celebrated by the troops at Camp Douglas, | 
and an imposing display may be expected, 
The victory of the Anniversary which is to be 
commemorated to-morrow was one of the most 
signal and decisive in Indian Warfare. Rarely | 
within the present century, have the savages 
been brought to a stand in any considerable 
numbers, and a well fought battle and decisive 
victory has therefore been seldom obtained by 
white troops. At the Battle of Bear River, 
however, the red skins under bravé and ex- 
perienced Chiefs, flushed with repeated suc- 
cess over the whites on former occasions, 
determined to resist the Californians, confident 
of easy victory. In that/day’s fight many a 
gallant soldier went down, and in honor of 
the dead and the living the celebration of 
to-morrow will be held.
